Layard in th ruins of Nineveh, and mum-
my cae of the tame wood are seen in the
iutletju. still sound and fresh to the very
chaw. This durability renders the tree, ev
en though small, very uesul lo farmers for
s'ak and pof, and the rising interest in
siU-aor- feedirg gives additional interest
ti them, especially" to varieties of L albs;

those of other specie, while the trees can
tenerally be grown, like select sorts of these
Ku si in varieties, quite easily from cuttings,
set r,ut in sp-l- like cuttings cf currant or
willow.
